tab-let A solid dosage form containing medicinal substances with 
or without suitable diluents; it may vary in shape, size, and 
weight, and may be classed according to the method of manufac- 
ture, as compressed t. syn tabule. [Fr. tablette, L. tabula] 
buccal t., usually a small, flat t. intended to be inserted in the 
buccal pouch, where the active ingredient is absorbed directly 
through the oral mucosa; such a t. dissolves or erodes slowly, 
compressed U a t. prepared, usually as a large-scale production, 
by means of great pressure; most compressed t.'s consist of the 
active ingredient and a diluent, binder, disintegrator, and lubri- 
cant. 

dispensing t, a t. prepared by molding or by compression; used 
by the dispensing pharmacist to obtain certain potent substances 
in a convenient form for accurate compounding. Formerly used to
